BRITISH BOMBERS BLAST 
ESSEN AND VAST KRUPP 
WORKS LAST NIGHT

Russian artillery shelled the soil 


of Rumania proper within 
190 


miles of the Ploestl oil fields to. 
day after the Red Army had ad- 
vanced to ths narrow Prut river 
on a 53-mile front. 


While the broken German arm- 


ies of the southeast reeled further 
back Into the troubled Balkans, 
heavy British bombers "in 
very 


great strength" dumped 2.240 tons 
of explosives on Easen, the Ruhr 
home of the Krupp works. Others* 
hammered the German rubber cen- 
ter of Hannover and other Reich 
targets and snarled railway lines 
at Courtarl In Belgium. Only nine 
bombers were lost. 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 


In strong force bombed German 
airfields in Southwest and Central 
France today. Apparently 1,200 hlg 
lombers and fighters wero on the 
wing. 


The British radio said Russian 


submarines liquidated almost an 
entire Rumanian division in an. at- 
tack on a convoy evacuating the 
Crimea. 


In daylight 
yesterday, 
1,700 


American planes 
beat 
up the 


French and Dutch coasts, pounded 
the Pas-Dc-Calala invasion area, 
shot up airfields around Paris and 
bombed t.he German E-boat nests 
at Ijmulden in Holland. The U. S. 
lost five bomber* and one fighter. 


Artillery duels were reported at 


Cassino in Central Italy where the 
third allied offensive had bogged 
down. 
Tho Germans shelled the 


Anzlo beachhead 
and 
sent two 


small raiding parties against the 
center of the allied linn. 
Russian armif* had liberated 
great chunks of tm TTBrtile^thtrarae 
in. time for spring planting, but 
more important, they were slaugh- 
tering the fleeing Germans by the 
thousands. 
The Soviet communi- 


que announced that Tarnapol and 
Kamenete Podolsk were surround- 
ed and the doomed garrisons were 
being chopped up in street fight- 
ing.

Disclosing that he planned a sen- 


ate 
speech soon on the matter, 


Chairman Connally (D-Tex) of the 
foreign relations committee took 
to task critics who say the State 
Department haa no definite foreign 
policy and is operating on a day 
to day basis, 


"Of course we have a foreign 


policy and it h*8 been well defined 
by the objectives laid down by Sec- 
retary of State Hull and others," 
Connally declared in an interview. 
"But the first thing we hav& to do 
Is win the war. Diplomacy must be 
subordinated to that right now. 
That doesn't mean that we are not 
planning for tUo future. 


"We are not going to say to our 


allies Hhere, you've got to do this 
now 
or we're going to quit the 
war'." 


Connally's cohiment was In line 


with the tack reportedly taken by 
Hull recently in conferences with 
members of congress—that it's un- 
wise to vock the boat by specific 
demands now on territorial and 
other problems. 


Another administration support- 
er, Senator Tunnell <D-Del),struck 
at the "Isolationists" he said fought 
every move of President Roosevelt 
to increase thH pize of the Army 
and Navy before Pearl Harbor and 
"now want to take charge of Amer- 
ica."
